SECTION I - OVERVIEW 

1. ECONOMIC ACTIVITY IN NORWAY CONTINUES AT A GENERALLY HIGH 
LEVEL, SUPPORTED LARGELY BY CONSUMER DEMAND AND PUBLIC SECTOR 
INVESTMENT IN PETROCHEMICALS. OMSE SIGNS OF WEAKNESS-PAR- 
TICULARLY IN EXPORT INDUSTRY ORDERBOOKS-MAY PERSIST UNTIL 
INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IMPROVE. NEVERTHELESS, A 
RECENT GOVERNMENT FORECAST PROJECTS A 7 PERCENT REAL GROWTH IN 1976 
GNP. AN UPSWING IN FOREIGN DEMAND FOR NORWEGIAN PRODUCTS, 

AND IN NORWAY’S PRODUCTION OF OIL AND GAS, COULD RAISE GNP 
GROWTH EVEN MORE IN 1977. 

2. U.S. ECONOMIC/COMMERCIAL OBJECTIVES IN NORWAY ARE TO 
INCREASE SALES AND MARKET SHARE OF U.S. GOODS AND SERVICES, 

TAKING ADVANTAGE OF NORWAY'S RELATIVE PROSPERITY; TO 
OBTAIN NORWEGIAN GOVERNMENT SUPPORT FOR U.S. POLICIES ON 
INTERNATIONAL ISSUES SUCH AS ENERGY, MULTILATERAL TRADE 
NEGOTIATIONS, RULES OF ORIGIN, AND LAW OF THE SEA; TO 
ASSURE A NON-DISCRIMINATORY ENVIRONMENT FOR U.S. FIRMS 
AND PRODUCTS IN NORWAY; TO PROMOTE TRAVEL TO THE UNITED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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STATES; AND TO ENCOURAGE NORWEGIAN INVESTMENT IN THE 
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UNITED STATES. 

3. THE C.C.P. CAMPAIGNS, IN PRODUCTS FOR THE ELECTRONICS 
AND CONSTRUCTION INDUSTRIES; FOOD PROCESSING EQUIPMENT; 
POLLUTION CONTROL; PROCESS CONTROLS; ENERGY SYSTEMS; AND 
CONSUMER GOODS, ALL RELATE EITHER TO THE NEEDS OF SPECIFIC 
INDUSTRIES UNDERGOING GROWTH OR CHANGE, OR TO NORWAY'S 
GENERAL PROSPERITY. PROMOTION OF TRAVEL AND OE NORWEGIAN 
INVESTMENT IN THE U.S. WILL BE THE SUBJECT OF "NON-CAMPAIGN 
INITIATIVES." OTHER ECONOMIC/COMMERCIAL OBJECTIVES WILL 
BE PURSUED INDEPENDENTLY OF THE C.C.P.
